There is every color imagin- 
able, will take a lot of abuse, easy to handle, can be beautifully arranged in corsages, _ 
wreaths, vases and baskets. The entire spike will bloom from the first floret to the 
last terminal bud. In fact they have beauty, with plenty of poise and grace. 


Today’s modern glads are the results of many years of hybridizing and cross- 
hybridizing from which has been developed and created varieties of excellent 
propagating qualities, healthy growth, immunity from disease, good shape of floret 
and all around beauty. 


Our bulbs are all grown in rich black loam soil, not over fertilized, nor over 
grown, assuring our customers of healthy bulbs full of vigor and vitality. All of our 
bulbs are dug and cleaned by hand, thus eliminating all bruising. After quick drying 
bulbs are dusted with 5% DDT and stored in screen bottom trays. Stock is twice 
State inspected; once in the field and once in storage. A State inspection tag is 
placed on every shipment. | 


One suggestion that we would like to make is that you send in your order early. 
Some varieties are in short supply and are in demand more than others. By ordering 
early you receive a better choice of bulbs as all orders are filled in numercial 
sequence.

However, we do make mistakes, and we are always read; to gladly 
rectify such mistakes. If stock does not meet with your approval it should be 
returned to us at once and purchase price will be refunded. We do not, however, 
guarantee bulblets to grow, nor, will we be responsible for the crop, the original 
amount of the order being the maximum amount that we will be liable for. 
Growing conditions and the careless use of the new chemical dips of which we 
do not have any control, makes this mandatory. 


BUSINESS TERMS—Minimum order $2.50. All stock offered subject to prior sale. 
Cash with order, or 25% will hold order for later delivery, balance before 
delivery, or will send balance C.O.D. 


SHIPMENTS—AIll prices quoted under the retail list are sent prepaid. If your order 
includes both retail and wholesale items, we will include in one package and 
send charges collect. In such cases we will include enough extras to more than 
offset the charges. Parcel post orders are sent only when there is no danger from 
freezing—about March 1 to December 15. Express orders will be prepaid if 
order amounts to $10.00 or more. This is the proper way for customers in the 
South to have their orders sent in the winter months, as the Express Company’ 
fully insures and guarantees safe delivery. Orders are sent at proper planting 
time or as specified on order.

OUTSTANDING GLADS IN 1950 


Although the past season was rather cool and dry, it did give us a grand oppor- 
tunity to carefully scrutinize the good and bad performance of many of the late 
introductions. It is impossible to grow every variety that has been introduced, 
therefore, we are listing only varieties that we have checked in our own gardens, or 
have personally observed growing in the originators’ gardens. Many of you, no 
doubt will be disappointed in not finding listings in our catalog of some of the highly 
advertised new introductions? We prefer to grow them a year or two—give them a

trial—to allow them by actual performance to merit our recommendation. We 
readily concede that some of these new varieties may be “World Beaters” in some 
sections of the country, but natural “flops” for us. We have been and always will be 
ultra conservative in listing only top notch glads of meritorious performance. 
Frankly, we feel that the high prices asked for some of the new introductions are 
altogether out of proportion to the value received. 


WINNING AT THE SHOWS 


Have you ever won a blue ribbon at a garden club, County or State Fair? 
Maybe you have exhibited at a glad show? Why not start this year — you will get 
real enjoyment and a thrill that you will never forget — when you spy that blue 
ribbon on one of your entries. Every year certain varieties are blue ribbon repeaters, 
in other words they are reliable and consistent performers. Briefly, we will comment 
on some of these meritorious varieties, and how they performed the past season. 
This may assist you in selecting varieties with a show winning reputation. 


WHITE—ANNA MAE has no competitor arrangements you really have some- 


as an early cut flower white. WHITE 
CHRISTMAS is one of our favories— 
on account of its extreme ruffling, al- 
though sometimes a lower floret comes 
misplaced. FLORENTINE—has larger 
florets and still more frilled and fluted 
than White Christmas, it is really a 
dandy. We were greatly impressed 
with FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE due 
to its double row arrangement with 
many open—it was a real thrill. If 
you like ’em large with a show repu- 
tation then WHITE CHALLENGE is 
the one you would like. FREEDOM— 
in the 300 class is always a consistent 
performer. MOUNT INDEX with a 
charming yellow blotch in the throat, 
and SUMMER SNOW, although smal- 
ler florets and whiter produced long 
graceful spikes. A pure white glad 
with extra heavy substance is SILVER 
COURT. It ranks with the best. We 
were amazed at the amount of ex- 
treme heat VIRGIN could take with- 
out complaining. 


PINK—In this class we will comment on 


the light and deep pink as well as 
salmon and salmon pink. If you can 
manage to have SPIC and SPAN and 
CONNECTICUT YANKEE in bloom 
at show time you can depend on them 
Winning Stor "you. CONNECTICUT 
YANKEE with that distant throat 
blotch enhances its exquisite beauty. 
JUNE DAY was one of our earliest 
bloomers, and is very dainty. This 
applies to TRUE LOVE as well—an- 
other nice one. LITTLE SWEET- 
HEART is rightly named—it is just 
that — and when combined with 
WEDGEWOOD, a darling lavender, in 


thing. TREASURE ISLAND has a 
cool. refreshing touch of rose that en- 
hances its beauty. BEAUTYS’ BLUSH 
—a subdued shade of pink on white, 
or soft pink impressed us very much 
on account of its strong, vigorous 
growth. Other dependable varieties in 
this classification are PHANTOM 
BEAUTY—CORAL GABLES—BOISE 
BELLE — LIPSTICK — DEBORAH 
SAMPSON and HEARTS’ DESIRE. 


CREAM—CONNIE G is a gorgeous show 


tvpe flower — a dandy. SALMONS’ 
GLORY and SPARKS with their dis- 
tinct throat blotch always attracts at- 
tention. LAKE PLACID adds zest to 
its attractiveness with its yellow lower 
petal. For uniformity and consistency 
there is no doubt but BLONDIE tops 
them all. 


LAVENDER—When well grown, ELIZ- 


ABETH the QUEEN still ranks at the 
too in the large class, although SI- 
BONY is going to be a worthy rival. 
Wish we could get them to stretch out 
a little more. For early flowers MYR- 
NA FAY and HUNTRESS are very 
good. although HUNTRESS will fleck 
sometimes. In the 300 class WEDGE- 
WOOD is an exquisite lavender that 
is charmingly beautiful. It will not 
failtyou.s Try’ it: 


SCARLET—In the scarlets we liked 


DIEPPE for its distinctive color and 
RED CHERRY for its early blooming. 
Both are very good. 


RED—BIRCH RED with its silvery sheen 


is a winner among the reds, NANCY, 
although having smaller florets will 
make a good commercial. REGAL 
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RED is a late bloomer, a sure winner 
—if you can get it in bloom for the 
shows. KENWOOD is another dandy 
red that is becoming more popular 
every year. RED CHARM by its con- 
sistent performance is now recognized 
as the leading commercial red. 


DARK RED—BLACK KNIGHT, al- 
though its color is brownish red has 
great possibilities as a show flower. 
BLACK CHERRY, the darkest—nearly 
black red—in this class ranks near the 
top. VELVET MANTLE is one that 
can take the heat—has long straight 
spikes and has a marvelous color. 


ORANGE—ORANGE GOLD has always 
been one of our favorites and its per- 
formance the past season has not 
changed our judgment. BETTY DUN- 
CAN has a charming beauty all its 
own. TROCADERO, classed as an 
orange has height, color and attractive- 
ness. OCTOBER SUNSHINE an 
orange-yellow blend was a very satis- 
factory performer. 


ROSE—PERSONALITY and MISS WIS- 
CONSIN are two in this class that 
have a pleasing charm that will win 
for them at the shows, PERSONAL- 
ITY is the larger of the two. NOW- 
ETA ROSE—an exhibition type with 
10 to 12 open at once is magnificent. 
It is destined to be a great show win- 
ner. BURMA—dark rose—needs no 
introduction or recommendation from 
glad fans. In our estimation it is no 
doubt the greatest glad ever intro- 
duced. IT has “everything.” 


BLUE: VIOLET—ABU HASSAN and 
BLUE LAGOON were the two best 
performers in the violet class. SHER- 
WOOD a beautiful ruffled purple and 
LANCASTER, somewhat darker ap- 
peared to be the best in this class. 

If you have not been growing blotched 
varieties. Here is a timely “Tip.” Try 


PACTOLAS. This is a new variety from 
Eurove. It is showy and beautiful. There 
will be a great demand for this one this 
season.

ABU HASSAN (K & M) 378, 90 days. A 
new variety from Holland. A greatly 
improved Pelegrina. It produces long 
spikes of a rich violet blue. Highly 
recommended. 


AUREOLE (Pruitt). 410 80 Days. An 
excellent ruffled medium _ yellow. 
Strong healthy grower. It will win at 
the shows, and is destined to become 
a popular cut flower variety. 


ATOM (Hedgecock). Early 366. A very 
nice small scarlet with a silver edge 
around the petals. Unexcelled for cor- 
sages and arrangements. Very popu- 
lar at the shows and will win the 
ribbons. 


BEAUTY’S BLUSH (Fischer) 440. Mid- 
season. The color, style and grace of 
this glad is one of the attributes of this 
wonderful giad. The tall, stiff, wiry 
stems produce an 18-20 bud _ spike, 
opening 7-8 lovely 5-inch florets, of a 
cool soft blushing pink. A robust grow- 
er and disease resistant. 


BETTY DUNCAN (422) (Benedict). One 
of the best new oranges. Clear glow- 
ing orange blending to a clear golden 
throat. It will open seven florets on a 
tall flowerhead. Extra fine. 


BIG TOP (Rich) 541. 75 days. Light pink 
with small throat blotch. A tall grower 
and has very large blooms. Becoming 
popular as a cut flower, due to its 
capacity to produce large cut flower 
spikes from small bulbs. 


BIRCH RED (Rich) 552. 90 days. Large 
deep red, has an appealing color sheen 
that enhances its exquisite beauty. 
Vigorous grower, excellent form. A 
sure winner. 


BLACK KNIGHT (Lins) 454. Mid-sea- 
son. A beautiful rich brown red that 
does not bleach in the sun. It opens 
six 5-inch florets on a long flowerhead 
with florets perfectly placed. Net. 


BLACK PANTHER (Lins) 554. 80 days. 
This is no doubt the largest black red 
grown. It grows tall with long flower 
heads. 


BLACK CHERRY (Rich) 554. 85 days. 
A very large dark red, might be called 
“black red.” Great show winner. 
Healthy, and a top notch variety. Net. 


BLONDIE (Lins) 
306. A ribbon of 
six to nine, 3'2 to 
4 inch, ruffled 
cream florets on 
four-foot spikes. 
A vase or basket 
of BLONDIE is 
more beautiful 
than a vase of a 
large floppy var- 
iety.

BONFIRE (Fischer) 436. 80 days. A 
brilliant fire red or scarlet having a 
lustre all its own. It will grow five 
feet tall, opening six to eight clean cut 
florets of a glossy enameled sheen. 

BO-PEEP (Butt) 217. Early. A heavily 
ruffled early buff pink with a yellow- 
ish throat dusted red. The florets are 
small but it is very popular. 

BUENA VISTA (Majeski). Late mid- 


season. One of the most beautiful 
glads grown. Has not received the 
publicity it deserves. An immense 


rose-red. Grows up to 6 feet tall with 
6 to 8 seven-inch florets open all at 
once. 


BURMA (Palmer) 562. 85 days. Mid- 
season. Deep rose red, heavily ruffled 
with heavy texture. When first florets 
begin to open practically all the buds 
on the spike will show color. An ex- 
ceptionally fine glad. 
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BUTTERSCOTCH (Langworthy) 521. 90 
days. A warm, bright pastel in a new 
shade. Indian yellow overlaid with 
Chinese coral—bright coral throat. 
Outstanding as a Commercial or show 
flower. Opens 8-10 on a 28-30 inch 
flower-head. 


CHERRY JAM (Zimmer) 543. 80 days. 
A magnificent blotched variety. Sal- 
mon pink with heavy cherry blotch on 
lower petal. Net. 


CONNECTICUT YANKEE (Schenetsky) 
441. 90 days. A tall, fine impressive 
pink with sharp blotch. 8 or more 
florets open at once on tall 30 inch 
flowerhead. 


CONNIE G. (Woods) 506. 80 days. A 
magnificent clear cream with yellow 
lip petal. Heavily ruffled and fluted. 
This variety has become very popular 
and has caused a sensation wherever 
it has been shown. It will open 8 to 
10 florets with all the spike showing 
color.

CORAL GABLES (Lins) 441. A beauti- 
ful shade of pink with a refined red 
throat mark. The delightful shade of 
pink, the color and pattern of its throat 
mark, and the form of the bloom place 
CORAL GABLES in a class by itself. 
A good spike of CORAL GABLES is 
exquisite. Incidentally, some spikes 
produce double blooms. 


COVER GIRL (LaSalle) 542. 90 days. 
One of the best medium pinks for ex- 
hibition, producing gorgeous and sen- 
sational spikes. 


CUPID (Fischer) 300. 70 days. A little 
beauty every flower lover will want. 
An immaculate white warmed by a 
creamy glow in its throat. It has per- 
fection of form and waxy smoothness 
of texture. Unexcelled for table deco- 
rations. 


DAISY MAE (Lins) 441. 90 days. Orange- 
pink with a deeper red blotch in 
throat. Grows tall and vigorous. Fine. 


DEBORAH SAMPSON (Sheer) 440. 85 
days. A unique blend of delicate pink 
and creamy buff. Excellent exhibition 
or cut flower variety. 


DETROIT NEWS (Maier) 461. Mid-sea- 
son. Light lavender rose, overlaid with 
rose purple stripes radiating from a 
small throat blotch of same color. A 
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novelty glad which florists regard very 
highly. 


DIEPPE (Hassel) 432. 85 days. An extra 


fine brilliant red-salmon, throat deep- 
er shade. 


DREAM CASTLE (Lins) 440. 95 days. 


For those who like to have many 
florets open at once don’t forget Dream 
Castle. It will open up to fourteen, 
very nicely, displaying a warm light 
coral pink ribbon of color, ruffled and 
firmly attached. It is a 100% cutter

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and has good commercial possibilities 
when stock becomes ample. 


DUSTY MILLER (Elliot) 486. 85 days. 
Very popular smoky. Bluish gray 
blending to a cream in throat. 


ENCHANTMENT (Fischer) 432. 70 days. 
Enchantment is a gorgeously ruffled 
deep salmon with a large, smooth, 
creamy throat. Florets are beautifully 
rounded and wonderfully waxy in tex- 
ture. Net. 


EVANGELINE (Palmer*) 560. 92 days. 
An exquisite light rose-pink with a 
soft creamy throat. Opens 8 to 12 
beautifully ruffled florets on a long 
flowerhead. Has been a consistent show 
winner. Net. 


FLAME GIRL (Lins) 536. Mid-season. 
Large wavy florets of a color so brilli- 
ant that the color marvel, aptly applies 
to FLAME GIRL. Its color could be 
described as between molten copper 
and brilliant light scarlet. 


FLORENTINE (Fischer). This is a large 
statuesque white with cream throat 
that grows five feet tall. Florets are of 
good substance and attractively frilled. 
A rival of White Christmas, but of dif- 
ferent parentage and different in form. 
More frilled than ruffled. Net. 


FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE (Harris) 
500. 88 days. A full growing, beauti- 
fully ruffled glistening white. Opens 
6-8 well placed 5-inch florets on a long 
21 bud flowerhead. Considered one of 
the best whites. 


FLYING FORTRESS (Wilson) 580. 93 
days. A huge smoky grey, immense 
blooms. Opens up to 10 florets, a bou- 
quet in itself. Will compete with any- 
thing in this class on the show table. 


FREEDOM (Fischer) 401. 75 days. A 
dignified white of elegance and grace 
having a rose red blotch in throat 
which adds to its beauty. Florets are 
heavily ruffled on tall straight spikes. 


FRIENDSHIP (Fischer) 442. 70 days. A 
clear shade of pure pink, with large 
cream blotch. Early bloomer. It has 
beauty and charm. 


GEN. EISENHOWER (Salmon) 562. Bril- 
liant begonia rose. Open 8-10 on a 
very long flowerhead. Very large 
florets. Placement and attachment are 
very good. 


GENGHIS KAHN (Sheer) 432. 80 days. 
A very reliable striking ruffled pure 
pink, no markings. Florets very large, 
up to 6 inches wide. 


GLEAM (Fischer) 410. 77 days. A beau- 
tiful light yellow, combining beauty 
in style, color and ruffling. Has a 
waxy texture resembling ivory. 


GREENLIGHT—The originator’s own 
description: The especial charm of this 
variety arises from the peculiar green- 
ish gloss, which overlays the milky- 
white of the large, well-formed, slight- 
ly ruffled florets.

An outstanding novelty from Holland. 
A mixture of colors, deep golden yel- 
low, with carmine markings and 
blotches. An unusual novelty. 


HUNTRESS (Jack) 466. 75 days. Early 
blooming pinkish lavender. Heavy de- 
mand for this one. 


INTRUDER (Graff) 536. 90 days. Extra 
large scarlet red with small red feath- 
er blotch in throat. One of the best in 
this color class, having many blue rib- 
bon winnings to its credit. Opens 10 
large florets on long flowerhead.

TIMELY CULTURAL HINTS 


As soon as you receive your bulbs open the package to admit air, then place 
in a cool, dry place until ready to plant. 

Your planting plot should be selected where the glads will receive full sunlight 
most of the day. Do not plant near walls, foundations or trees. Trees absorb mois- 
ture and shade them too much, causing a stunted growth. Wall and buildings 
reflect the sun’s rays and will burn them. Be sure to disinfect your bulbs before 
planting, whether your own, or some you have purchased. The safest and most 
satisfactory dip is LYSOL. Dissolve four teaspoonsful in one gallon of warm water. 
Use any kind of container. Soak three hours in cloth bags, and plant while still 
wet in moist ground. Another very good dip is NATRIPHENE—detailed directions 
come with this dip. This can be obtained from the Natriphene Co., 424 Book Bldg., 
Detroit, Mich., or we can supply enough for 200 bulbs for 25c, with your order. 

Any good soil that will raise vegetables will raise good glads. Go easy on 
fertilizer. If your soil is poor or has been used for crops several years, a liberal 
application of well-rotted cow manure may be spaded or plowed under in the fall. 
If this is not available, use some good commercial fertilizer as Vigoro or pulverized 
sheep manure. If latter is used, sprinkle a liberal application in the bottom of a 
6 to 7 inch deep trench, cover with about 2 inches of soil and place your large bulbs 
5 to 6 inches apart. (If you desire to grow exhibition spikes for the shows use large 
size bulbs, gouge out all but one eye and dust gouged out spots with sulphur dust.) 
Smaller bulbs may be planted shallower and closer together. Plant bulblets thick, 
one or two inches apart. 

After planting WATER is the most important thing necessary. Usually there 
is ample rainfall the first part of the season, but after the fourth leaf appears they 
should be given a good soaking at least once a week, throughout the blooming 
season. Cultivate between watering or rainfall. 

Probably the worst enemy to fight until recent years has been THRIPP. This 
is a tiny insect barely visible to the naked eye, which sucks the life juice from the 
stem and flower, causing distorted blooms. Since the advent of DDT this is easily 
controlled by dusting or spraying. Start to dust or spray when the third leaf 
appears and continue every ten days. The best time to dust is late evening or early 
morning when the dew is on them. If you dust use a 3 or 5% DDT powder. For 
spraying use a 50% DDT powder wettable 1 oz. to 3 gallons of water and use 
pressure sprayer. 

If you are using your blooms for the home or arrangements, you will obtain 
the greatest enjoyment from them by cutting when the first floret is open. Place 
in water at once and take indoors, where they will open slowly. Good cut flower 
varieties will open right up to the tip. Be sure to leave at least four leaves on the 
plant for bulb development. 

Dig your bulbs in October. Cut the stem off close to the bulb. Keep bulbs in 
a dry place for two or three weeks to dry, the old withered bulb will then be 
ready to be easily removed from the new bulb. Store in shallow boxes, cloth bags. 
or trays with screen bottoms, not over 3 or 4 inches deep. Dust with 5% DDT 
dust and store in any place where temperature is not more than 40 to 50 degrees, 
where there is moderate humidity. 

All dips, spray material and dusts are poison and extreme care should be used 


in its use.
